It was equally arduous a task choos- 
ing the nurses who all had to be grndu. 
ates of the Royal Victoria and Mont- 
real General Hospltstls. This was pos- 
sibly the largest tusk of all as three 
nurses Volunteered for every one that 
could be accepted. All of these have 
now been chosen and half their number 
leave for Quebec this week as they 
too must undergo military Irielnllur. 
Their diploma does not mean that they 
know all of the nursing game. These 
nurses have to undprgo a strenuous, 
month's training before being accepted. 

Concerning the undergraduates who 
ko as dressers, the number is very lim- 
ited. There are all fold only ,18 of 
these wanted. These would most pos- 
sibly be the senior men of Che college, 
but only the best men could be accept- 
ed. There are or.ly 28 ward . order- 
lies required. These men would have 
somewhat professional duties. The 
duties of Hie other men who are chosen 
will be anything that may be ordered 
them tn do, general cleaning up work 
and things to do with the general mml- 
lation of the hospital. In fact any rou- 
tine work- would fall to their lot, Only 
the wlllina workers can go with this 
unit. Is the burden of Dr. nirkett's 
speech. There is only one condition 
upon which students can be accepted, 
that Is implicit and unquestioning 
obedience. The men must realise thnt 
the one who frlvis the order is not only 
superior in rank, but also in experience 
to the one who receives the order. N'o 
man may go with any condition* save 
this one. This Is the greatem- factor 
in making a successful organization and 
a harmony in which there is no dis- 
cordant note. There is no use in vol- 
unteering with conditions, as there will 
l"> no promises made to any one,. While 
those who have snedlcal qualifications 
will get first chance, all will enlist 
as privates ami will receive private pay 
which is t l.lil a day or $3.1.00 a morrtri.

FRANCE 

The Princess Patricia's in France are upholding the name of 
Canada, and doing splendid work for the Motherland. They have 
been charged upon twice in the last four days, but the enemy never 
succeeded in getting nearer than 40 yards.. The point where the 
Germans made the most ground was in an angle between two of the 
Canadian trenches. This fact helped our men to surround and cap- 
turc sixty Germans. The men captured turned out to be Land- 
sturmers and were armed with an old pattern rifle. This shows the 
typc~of soldier the Germans arc putting into the field. • - - 

The day of Jan. 3 1 was marked by heavy artillery fighting. To 
the south-east of Ypres the Germans attacked the French trenches, 
but were repulsed by the French artillery with heavy losses. 

Along the battle-line near the Aisne River, near its junction 
with the Oise, the French batteries were successful in destroying 
several trenches in the course of construction. In the Argonne the 
day was very calm. The Germans have been heavily defeated in 
this section in the past few days, and are evidently resting, prepar- 
atory to a renewed resistance. 

In the rear of the battle-line in France, there are trcmendo"us~rc- 
inforcements all ready for battle. These men have all arrived from 
England recently and are in camp between the firing-line and the 
coast. 

RU5SIA 

The Russians have gained a great point in the Carpathians. 
Turning aside the wing of the Austrian army, the Russian forces 
arc beginning to pour over the Carpathians by the Dukla Pass, and 
have started on an almost unresisted invasion of Hungary. This 
great move was the result of a battle between the Russians and the 
Austrians, where one thousand of the latter were killed. The Aus- 
trian arc in' full retreat, leaving guns and ammunition behind. The 
Germans admit this Austrian defeat in their official notices. 

ENGLAND 

In spite of the German submarine attacks, which took place a 
couple of days ago, the British arc not in the least unsettled. The 
trans-Atlantic and other ocean boats are continuing their sailings as 
usual. The Irish Channel is being patrolled by warships which arc 
keeping a close watch for a repetition of the German submarine 
raid.

EGYPT AND THE 

AUSTRALIANS 



Now that the Turks and tlieir Ger- 
man loaders embark upon the Egyp- 
tian campaign, they will find a foun- 
Idablo force awaiting them. Those who 
aro anxious about the safety of the 
Suc7, Canal may, to use the words ad- 
dressed by Lord Fisher to tho City 
Fu thcra, "sleep (piictly in their beds." 
If campaigns arc won by tho zeul and 
enthusiasm of highly trained and disci- 
plined troops, Britons may bo assured 
that this link of Empire is perfectly 
safe. It is not necessary — nor Indeed, 
Is It desirable— to slate the number 
or tho disposition of trops, but It is 
sufficient to say that they. arc ready 
where they will be wanted. The forces 
available Include-' battalloiis^r. Territor- 
ials, tho Indian Native Army, the Im- 
perial Service contingents which tho 
ruling Princes of India contribute to 
tho Empire's defence, and troops from 
Australia. It is reuly a blessing In 
dlsgufco that these native regiments 
aro detained In Egypt. It they had 
gone direct to Flanders,' I hoy would 
have been tried severely by tho cold 
and wet In tho trenches, and probably 
tho sick list would ho heavy. It is a 
mistake to suppose that all Indians are 
affected by tho cold. Tho Ghurkhns 
stand yvnrlatlons of temperature very- 
iwell, and there are sometimes perish- 
ing, nights whero tho Punjabis come 
from. Tim army defending Iho canal 
has brought its entire equipment from 
Inula. It does not evon roly on Egypt 
for Its wood rations, and If any por- 
tion of the canal is attacked Iho troop:' 
defending It can be reinforced wllh a 
rapidity -which will astonish tho Gor- 
man leaders of the Turks. Thoro Is a 
railway which Is a strategic line, 
though It was not designed for military 
purposes, ajid within an hour 'fresh 
troops can bo nin up to any part of 
tho canal. Further than this the wat- 
erway will bo open. Tho troops are 
longing to see a modern Instrument 
of wnrfaro which they havo humorously 
described as "Tho Yellow Peril," go 
Into action. Tho airmen Interest them, 
too, and they would tike to hear a bat- 
tleship speait.

'. ! Before his departure from Egypt for 
England, Sir George Held,' High Com- 
missioner for tho Commonwealth of 
Australia, Issued an eloquent farewell 
letter to the Australian troops,. In the 
course of which ho put It on record 
that they had "excelled ovc-ry other dis- 
play of .manhood -I havo ever , scon." 
Ho enjoined them to devoto themselves 
to duty and to remember "that the 
liberties of mankind aro involved Just 



as deeply as tho name, the fame, and 
the welrare of Australia." During 
their visit, which included a trip to the 
Amman Dam, to welcome and Inspect 
tlie Australasian contingents, Sir 
George Bold and Mr. Thomas Mac- 
kenzie, tho High Commissioner Tor 
New Zealand in London, spared no 
pains to sequre tho care and comfort 
of tho troops, to impress upon them 
the righteousness of fit- cause for 
which they were about to fight, aud to 
encourage them speedily to fit them- 
selves for their task; ■■•They were fre- 
quent visitors to tho camps at Miiadl, 
Zeltun, and the Pyramids, where they 
mingled freely with both officers and 
men, and they have, by their earnest 
addresses and persona! Intercourse, un- 
doubtedly Infused all ranks -with an 
added keenness and a growing respect 
for discipline to which the majority 
have never been accustomed.

WAR SURGERY IS 

VERY MERCIFUL 



If the great war reveals an advance 
in tho science of killing le ls-'also not- 
able according to a writer hi the Paris 
Journal des Débats, for great progress 
In the treatment of tho combatants 
wild havp the 1 - lesser .ill-luck.- to be 
merely wounded. In proof of this con- 
tention he offers us the record of a 
surgical hospital at Vichy, where, In 
one month, out of a total of 600 opera- 
tions — or about twenty per day — loss 
than tell amputations wore found ne- 
cessary. Those that, were made, more- 
over, were minor operations,. Involv- 
ing tho loss of u finger or toe. The 
writer admits having seen more serious 
operations, ns, for instance, tho am- 
putation of a leg, 'an arm, a hand; but 
they aro very few In comparison with 
the records of war forty to fifty years 
ago. Tho number will remain small, 
too, lie says, because- happily for our 
wounded," amputations, are no longer 
tho fashion. The reason" for" this' ho 
explains by quoting a Paris medical 
authority as follows: "Conservation 
should be the rule of treatment In 
cases of bullet fractures.'' In ail im- 
mense majority of coses complote heal- 
ing Is sure to follow, no matter which 
bone is hurt or how badly," A similar 
doctrine was propounded, the writer 
.tells us, by another medical authority 
ns Iho result or experience :h the Balk- 
an war. He' adds: 

"With wounds from modern projec- 
tiles, . especially the bullet, which re- 
mains tho moat effective -of all— being 
the cause of death or injury In SO cases 
out of 100 in 1870 and of 81 in the 
Turco-Rtissian war— ai great and most 
favorable change is to be noted. The 



region of the wound is smaller' ami 
moro localized. As to bono splinters 
they aro small and numerous, while 
long ones arc Infrequently found. The 
first Impression is that tho case is very 
serious, that the limb is l>al. So oth- 
er thought occurred to surgeons a hun- 
dred years ago, who were responsible, 
also for the former practice of with- 
drawing all bono splinters from a 
wound." 

The writer then cites authorities as 
slating that amputation is justifiable 
only when "the mortification pf tlie 
extremity is in Itself final." In fact, 
amputation Is permissible only in the 
case of gangrene, or when the pati- 
ent shows sinus of being unable, to 
withstand Infection or lack, of resist- 
ance against the toxic conditions re- 
sulting from the wound."
